Trevecca's  2009  Commencement  ceremonies  took  place  on 
May  2,  2009,  after  a  night  of  rain  and  a  soggy  start  to  the 
morning.

With  so  many  activities  avail- 
able, reading  to  be  done,  and  papers 
to  be  completed,  college  students 
struggle  to  find  time  to  connect  with 
peers  and  God.

Trevecca  students  are  always 
willing  to  lend  a  hand  to  projects  that  not 
only  help  others  but  also  build  relation- 
ships with  people  in  the  community. 
For  the  second  year  in  a  row  Trevecca 
teamed  up  with  Habitat  for  Humanity  to 
build  a  house  for  a  worthy  family. 
The  students  filled  almost 
100  volunteer  roles  at  the 
construction  sites  during  a 
period  of  four  days. 

Each  day  of  work 
started  at  7  AM  and  ended 
around  3  PM;  the  stu- 
dents contributed  almost 
800  hours  of  their  time 
in  order  for  a  family  to 
have  a  new  home.  The 
four  days  of  labor  equaled 
about  half  of  the  "build" 
days  for  the  house.  Also, 
students  and  faculty  raised 
more  than  $500  for  sup- 
plies, so  Trevecca  played  a  key  role  in 
the  project's  coming  to  fruition.

For  most  Trevecca  students, 
spring  break  is  a  welcomed  week  of 
relaxation,  which  they  spend  at  the  beach 
or  at  home,  catching  up  on  much-needed 
sleep.  For  members  of  TAG,  this  year's 
break  was  an  opportunity  to  serve  and 
learn  in  Chicago.  Daily  TAG  members 
worked  three  hours  at 
Chase  Elementary  School, 
providing  any  services 
the  school  required.  They 
helped  in  the  same  classes 
all  week  in  order  to  give 
them  opportunity  to  build 
relationships  with  the 
teachers  and  students. 

In  the  evenings  they 
volunteered  at  different  or- 
ganizations. At  Good  News 
Soup  Kitchen  they  served 
dinner  and  cleaned  up 
afterward;  at  Chicago  Food 
Depository  they  packed 
a  thousand  boxes  of  food  to  distribute; 
and  at  Emmaus  Ministries,  a  ministry 
that  works  with  male  street  prostitutes. 
TAG  leaders  conducted  activities  that 
immersed  them  in  a  community  so  that 
team  members  could  learn  about  and  un- 
derstand the  cultural  groups  in  Chicago. 
One  activity  was  a  scavenger  hunt  that 
required  students  to  learn  about  a  com- 
munity as  part  of  the  hunt.  Also,  eating 
at  different  ethnic  restaurants  was  part  of 
their  immersion  in  other  cultures.

With  the  volleyball  season  starting 
early  in  the  new  school  year,  the  team  kick 
started  the  beginning  of  the  year,  created 
excitement,  and  provided  opportunities  for 
students  to  show  support.  The  team  worked 
hard  and  reached  third  place  in  the  Tran- 
South  Conference  (TSC)  Tournament,  but  the 
road  to  that  accomplishment 
required  team  members  to 
overcome  several  obstacles 
and  to  work  hard  on  several 
levels. 

In  July  Coach  Scott 
Jones,  the  most  successful  vol- 
leyball coach  in  Trevecca's  his 
tory,  died  unexpectedly.  The 
sudden  death  of  their  popular 
coach  shocked  team  mem- 
bers and  necessitated  a  quick 
search  for  a  replacement  who 
could  be  in  place  for  pre-sea- 
son  training  and  could  help 
the  team  recover  from  the 
loss  of  Jones.  Jayme  Crowley, 
the  new  coach,  arrived  just 
before  training  started,  and,  instead  of  falling 
apart,  team  members  rallied  behind  her  and 
proved  to  themselves  and  to  their  fans  that 
they  really  are  winners.  The  team  reached 
the  TSC  Tournament  for  only  the  second 
time  in  school  history.  In  the  championship 
match  that  would  take  them  to  nationals, 
they  fought  relentlessly,  but  they  were  unable 
to  overcome  Union  in  the  last  few  minutes 


of  the  game.  With  an  overall  record  of  22-11, 
this  team  produced  the  program's  ninth  sea- 
son of  more  than  20  wins  in  the  34-history  of 
the  program.

High  expectations  were  set  for  the 
Trevecca  men's  golf  team,  coached  by  Rob- 
bie Wilson,  after  the  team  reached  the  NAIA 
Regional  Championship  in  the  2007-2008 
season.  Four  new  athletes  joined  the  Trev- 
ecca team  and  added  to  the  expectations 
and  excitement. 

Starting  off  slowly  in 
September,  the  team  picked 
up  the  pace  in  October, 
when  they  placed  third 
at  the  Martin  Methodist 
Invitational  and  fourth  at  the 
Bluegrass  Invitational.  The 
season  resumed  in  March  and 
Trevecca  came  away  from  the 
Trojan-RedHawk  Challenge 
in  first  place.
